There are no new developments in the 
mysterious shooting of Bernhard Weyar- 
mann, which took place early yesterday 
morning. The unfortunate young man 
is lying at the point of death, and has 
but little chance of recovery. 
Several 
members of the detective corps are at 
woik on the case, but as yet have ac­ 
complished very little, as it is impossible 
to obtain much of a clue from the meagre 
evidence which is afforded. Two men, 
John F. Flynn and M. Travnor were ar 
res‘ed as suspects in the course of the 
day, but nothing could be proven against 
them . 
Dr. Choate succeeded in remov­ 
ing the bullet which is from a 34 calibre 
revolver, i t waB taken out from the m an’s 
back, having passed clear through his 
body. 
As symptoms of peritonitis have 
shown themselves it is probable that the 
bullet passed through añ intestine. With 
a probabilty of death before him the 
voung m an gave the police the fol­ 
lowing 
statem ent 
of

affair: 
I, Bernhard W eyermann, believing that 
I will die from the gun-shot wound re­ 
ceived this day, make my dying state­ 
m ent of the facts connected with the 
shooting. 
My name is Bernhard Daniel 
W eyermann. I will be 21 years old the 
12th day of November. 
1 was born in 
Louisville, Ky. 
I am a shoemaker by 
occupation. 
I left my home a few 
minutes before 8 p . m . on the evening of 
August 20 with my father and brother 
A rthur to go to the Gambrinus Hall as 
an invited guest to the birthday party 
given to Mr. B. Levy, arriving there 
about .8:15. 
1 did not stop on the way. 
I remained there until 1 a . m ., in com­ 
pany w ith my brother and father. 
I had 
no altercation, words or trouble with any 
oue. 
Gambrinus Hall is at 113 Fast 
First street. 
AVe came up First, turned 
into Main, went as far as Temple and 
turned up Temple street. 
My father, 
brother and myself were together all 
the time until we got to the corner 
of

street.

hurry to get home walked ahead, leaving 
my father and brother some distance be­ 
hind until I got as far as Fort street, 
where 1 sat down on the curb at the 
southwest corner of Temple street. 
1 
looked down the street and saw my 
father and brother about two blocks 
below on the south side of the street and 
I sat down to wait for them. 
I saw no 
one around or near me except my father 
and brother. Just before my father and 
brother came up to me where I was Bit­ 
ting 1 saw a flash and I felt immediately 
that I was wounded. I fell forward into 
the street. I was then taken into a hack 
and brought to my home. There is no 
trouble existing between me and any 
member of my family. 
I came here 
from 8an Antonio, Tex., during Decem­ 
ber of 1887. 
I never had any trouble 
with anyone. This is all I know about 
the shooting or the author of it.

Yesterday was big with the fate of the 
Democracy 
in this city and county. 
The County Convention assembled in 
Turner hall to nominate a county ticket.

TH E PLATFORM. 
M r. C. A. Bell then read the following 
platform, 
which 
was 
unanimously 
adopted, and was signed by the whole 
committee. 
Your Committee on Platform and Res­ 
olutions respectfully report as follows : 
The Democratic party of Los Angeles 
county in convention assembled hereby 
re-allirms its devotion to Democratic 
principles as enunciated in the State and 
National Platforms adopted at the Demo­ 
cratic State Convention of May 18, 1888, 
and at the National Convention of June 
, 1888. 
_ We cordially endorse the adm inistra­ 
tion of President Cleveland, and we es­ 
pecially commend the doctrine laid down 
in his message of December 6, 1887, in 
which he points out the necessity uf a 
revision of the tariff in the interest of 
labor, and clearly dem onstrates th at this 
revision is essential to prevent the accu­ 
m ulation in the Treasury of large sums 
of money now needed for circulation 
among the people. 
We denounce the cry of the present 
Republican managers th at the Demo­ 
cracy is in favor of free trade as insincere 
and unfounded. The measure proposed 
by the Democratic majority in Congress 
reduces the present tariff schedule less 
than seven per cent., and this reduction 
is all in favor of labor and at the expense 
of greedy and unscrupulous monopolies. 
We believe in reducing the cost of the 
necessaries of life. 
We do not agree 
with the Republican party that expen­ 
sive clothing and cheap whisky will re­ 
sult in the nation’s happiuesi*. 
All the 
monopolies and the Trust combinations 
of the United fc-tates, against whom labor 
has been forced to combine, are opposed 
to the policy of our party, 'llie Demo­ 
cracy has espoused the cause of labor, 
and is prepared to defend its interests 
against those who are seeking to enslave 
it. ^ 
For years the Democracy alone con­ 
tended for the exclusion of the Chinese. 
For je ars it met an unbroken opposition 
from the Republican party ; but the Re­ 
publican m anagement, anxious to de­ 
ceive the people, now’ pretends to favor 
the Democratic doctrine upon this sub­ 
ject,; but it has nominated for the Presi­ 
dency a man who voted to naturalize 
Chinamen, and who opposed every effort 
to restrict Chinese immigration. 
It has 
nominated as a candidate for Vice-Presi­ 
dent an English broker, who, until after 
his nomination, was a director of and 
still rem ains a stockholder in a British 
railway corporation which looks to Coolie 
importation for its principal profit. 
We denounce the Republican Assessor 
of this county for his willful violation of 
the duties of his office. 
He has, jn obe­ 
dience to the dictates of large and 
wealthy 
land 
owners, estim ated the 
property values in such a m anner as to 
throw the burden of taxation ujion ttiose 
in moderate circumstances and to relieve 
the wealthy from the paym ent of their 
rightful obligations. 
In compliance with 
the miscalled protection doctrines of his 
party, he has discriminated in favor of 
those against whom the public need pro­ 
tection, and against the more worthy and 
less favored. 
Experience has not im­ 
proved the management of this Assessor’s 
office. 
The present roll, as compared 
with that of the past year, discloses the 
fact that while he has reduced the taxa­ 
tion of those who are possessed of vast 
estates, yet the aggregate assessment lias 
been increased, and that this increase 
has been made at the expense of th at 
portion of our population which is least 
able to bear it. 
We are in favor of, and hereby pledge 
our legislative nominees to such action 
as will so am end the lien law so as to af­ 
ford absolute protection to mechanics 
and workingmen at a reasonable e x ­ 
pense. 
The formation of trusts and combines 
for the purpose of arbitrarily raising the 
price of lumber, building m aterials and 
the necessaries of life is detrimental to 
the public welfare. The cost of such ar­ 
ticles should bo regulated alone by the 
laws of supply and dem and. W e there­ 
fore pledge our legislative nominees to 
enact such statutes as will prevent such 
trusts and combinations. 
W e are in favor of making eight hours 
constitute a full day’s labor on all coun­ 
ty and municipal work. 
We are unalterably opposed to all 
sum ptuary legislation. 
We denounce the conduct of the pre­ 
sent Governor of this State in removing 
and attem pting to remove from office, 
worthy and 
com pitent citizens 
ap­ 
pointed by Governor 
B artlett, and 
against whom no stain nor suspicion has 
ever attached, and no charge of incompe­ 
tency been made. 
We call upon the 
Senate of this State to refuse its concur­ 
rence in this unjust action. 
A motion to adjourn until 9 o’clock 
this morning was here proposed, and 
was amended to 
adjourn until 7 :30 
o’clock p . m . 
Both the am endm ent and 
original motion were lost. 
Mr. De Camp moved that the Conven­ 
tion proceed to business, but at this

W as observed in the hall, and the whole 
audience called upon him for a speech. 
He said that he desired to raise a point 
of order, that his speech was not in the 
regular order of business. After standing 
a long time in the lobby he had concluded

tended to be seen or called upon. 
He 
thanked the Convention, but said th at as 
the delegates were there to do business 
he would not take up their tim e.

An Interview w ith Mr. R. 
H. Pratt, of the 8. P. 


THE LINE IN GOOD CONDITION. 


The Monrovia Road C arrying Pas­ 
sengers 
D irectly to and 
from This City. 


Mr. R. H . Pratt, Assistant G eneia1 
Superintendent of the Southern Pacific, 
arrived in the city yesterday on a special 
. train from the East in his car “ Buena­ 
ventura.” 
Mr. P ratt was accompanied 
by Mr. J . A. Muir, the hard-working 
A ssistant Division Superintendent, of 
this city, who had journeyed to Indio to 
escort the visitor on his way here. 
Mr. 
P ratt was seen by a H erald reporter 
yesterday afternoon just before he de­ 
parted for Santa Monica, where he pasted 
the night, and from whence he will leave 
this morning for San Francisco. 
“ How is the road looking, Mr. P ratt? 
asked the scribe. 
“ First-rate, much better than it was 
this tim e last year. It certainly ought 
to, for a good deal of work has been done 
on it and thousands oí ties and miles of 
rails put in at the weak places.” 
“ I understand you have a difficulty in 
obtaining ties,” said the reporter. 
“ No, I think not; there was a state­ 
m ent made in one of the papers to the 
effect th at we wanted three million ties 
and could not get th e m ; but this is 
scarcely so, for as far as I know we have 
not been stopped in our operations on 
that account.” 
“ How about steel rails; you are shqft 
of them , are you not?” 
“ W hen I left San Francisco we cer­ 
tainly nad run out of such supplies but 1 
do not know whether reinforcements 
have arrived. We want a good deal of 
steel for our line along the east side of 
the San Joaquin from Stockton to Poso. 
All the grading on that piece of work has 
been done but there are about 40 miles 
of track to be laid. 
We do not intend to 
complete our line along the west side of 
the San Joaquin at present—we have 
reached Armondale on the Huron branch 
and will stop there for a tim e.” 
“ Are you getting much coal from the 
new mines west of H uron.” 
“ Well, a good deal is being shipped 
over the road, but we are not using it, as 
it is not adapted for our requirem ents.” 
“ Can you tell me when the Tuatin City 
branch will be in operation?” 
“ No; beyond the fact that it is com­ 
pleted with the exception of some bridge 
strengthening I do not know what are 
the intentions regarding it. I suppose 
though th at it will he turned over to the 
operating departm ent shortly.” 
“ Is the road well prepared for a heavy 
rush of business this fall ?” 
“ Yes, we have made very extensive 
additions to our rolling stock aud new 
locomotives have been coming in as fast 
as the Eastern shops could supply us. 
Two more will pass through El Paso to­ 
morrow on their way West.” 
“ How is business at present?” 
“ Very good, especially the overland 
traffic which is very heavy. There has, 
naturally, been a little dullness through­ 
out the Htate during the summer season, 
but everything is picking up very rapid­ 
ly now.” 
As the train was in waiting for Mr. 
F ratt, the scribe refrained from intrud­ 
ing further on that gentlem an’s time, 
and 
thanking him for the extreme 
courtesy he had shown throughout the 
interview’, withdrew.

In a personal 
experience extending to every beach of 
note on the Atlantic coast, I have never 
encountered a surf where so little under­ 
tow is found as at the beach to which the 
charge refers; your reporter confounds 
undertow with current in this instance 
A strong inward, outward or coastwise 
current will always be found in any surf 
where the conditions are sim ilar to those 
prevailing along the unprotected coast­ 
line 
of 
North 
America 
and 
the 
current 
will 
run 
inward, 
[ou - 
ward or coastwise according to the tide 
—inward if a flood tide, outward if an 
ebb tide, or coastwise if the tide is at the 
point between ebb and flow. There was 
an extremely strong current at Long 
Beach on Sunday, as there doubtless was 
along the entire coast of California, oc­ 
casioned by the very high tides that 
always prevail when the moon is nearest 
the earth. During the forenoon however 
this current was running inward and was 
so strong while the tide was flowing that 
it was very difficult to go out any dis­ 
tance against i t ; under such conditions 
surf bathing is absolutely safe. 
But the 
young man who lost his life went in 
about three o’clock in the afternoon at 
ebb tide, and undertook a feat that is 
dangerous’Cexcept for expert swimmers) 
at any tim e; namely, to go out to the 
floating buoys—the swim was too much 
for him to make against the current, as 
it was then running out, and having gone 
beyond his depth of course there could 
be' but one result. 
No writer whose 
utterances will tend to injure a place in 
the minds of unthinking people should 
rush charges into a newspaper that are 
based on illogical grounds. A little in­ 
quiry among the bathing habitues of 
Long Beach would have placed your 
writer in possession of the true theory 
of the two recent drowning accidents 
there. 
Then had he confined his stric­ 
tures to a criticism of the imbecile man­ 
agement of the Long Beach bathing 
privileges, that, not content with anchor­ 
ing two small buoys so far out as to 
render it extremely dangerous for any 
but expert swimmers to attem pt to go 
the distance; also lets out bathing suits 
during a strong ebb tide, he might have 
been the means of preventing further 
disasters of a like nature to that under 
discussion.

M ills bill, while it empancipates Ameri­ 
can manufactures from the oppressive tax 
on raw m aterial, lowers the tariff rate 
on imported goods made out of this 
liberated raw m aterial, and it is there­ 
fore claim ed that this will open the door 
to British articles. We do not see how 
’ th is position can be logically maintained. 
If the American manufacturer is relieved 
of the enormous tax he now pays upon 
raw material, ($30,000,000 in 1884, ac­ 
cording 
to Secretary M anning’s 
port,) he 
can 
certainly 
produce 
h is goods cheaper to the extent of 
th e 
abolished 
tax. 
The 
English 
m anufacturer would therefore be 
nearer capturing our m arket then than 
now. The reduced tariff on made-up 
goods would avail him nothing when he 
would m eet the American manufacturer 
w ith 
a 
reduction corrresponding to 
th e 
reduction 
of 
the 
tariff 
th e 
m ade-up 
goods. 
Indeed 
the 
m eed of protection afforded the Ameri­ 
can 
manufacturer by 
the 
reduced 
tariff on foreign goods, and his ability to 
produce his goods a great deal cheap­ 
e r, would place him not only beyond the 
reach in our home m arket of the foreign 
m anfacturer, but would enable 
him 
to 
become 
a 
competitor with the 
English manufacturer in the neutral 
foreign markets which the latter now al­ 
m ost wholly monopolizes. Here is where 
aensible Englishmen see that the success 
of the Democratic policy is not only 
counter to their interests, but an element 
of extrem e danger to them . According 
to 
the 
last 
census 
report, 
Great 
B ritain 
sold 
$51,000,000 
worth 
of 
goods to Mexico, 
Central 
America 
and the South American States in 1880, 
against less than $4,000,000 of the same 
lines of manufactures sold by the United 
States. 
These are markets that are 
naturally and geographically ours, and 
w hich would be ours under a sensible 
and statesmanlike tariff policy. W ith 
th e raw material for these manufactures 
free, there would be nothing to prevent 
u s from more than dividing this im mense 
trad e with Great Britain. If the cost 
of 
labor 
is 
higher 
here 
than 
in G reat Britain so is the production of 
th a t labor greater iu proportion to the 
coet than it is in England. The testi 
mony adduced before the U. S. Senate 
Comm ittee in 1883, and that of all the 
reports of the Labor Commissioners of 
th e manufacturing States, is to the 
effect th at American 
operatives are 
oue-third 
more 
effectual 
in 
re­ 
sults than English operatives. 
This 
would place our manufacturers easily on 
A par w ith British manufacturers .as far 
a s the cost of labor is concerned, and 
w ith the release of the raw material 
from the im port tax they would have 
a h equal field in the markets of the 
world w ith the English manufacturers. 
Is it to be presumed th at thus placed 
no an 
equality, the 
sagacity, en ­ 
terprise and energy of the American 
m erchant would not find means to suc­ 
cessfully compete in foreign countries 
w ith British merchants 
in disposing 


T h e P r o p o te d C ity C h a r te r . 
We have received a revised copy of the 
C harter to be submitted by the Board of 
Freeholders to the city. 
The Board has 
now almost finished its labors, and the 
C harter will receive its final touches in a 
few days and be made a complete instru­ 
ment. 
The document as a whole is such 
as should satisfy the average judgment. 
It is true that no one individual will be 
satisfied with every part of i t ; but the 
measure of m erit to an instrum ent of 
this kind is to be considered with rela­ 
tion to its most im portant provisions. 
If 
these are, on the whole, wise and judi­ 
cious—if there be no radical error of 
principle or general error of policy char­ 
acterizing them , and if the tendency of 
the instrum ent in all its articles is to 
m eet 
the 
wants 
of 
the 
com­ 
m unity 
in 
their 
fundamental 
legislation, then a fair judgment would 
decide in its favor. 
There is less fear 
to the public interests from proper power 
liberally granted than there is from 
parsimonious retention from the political 
corporation of power that may be occa­ 
sionally and at rare exigencies required. 
It is not in the excess of authority 
granted 
to 
a 
corporate 
body 
of 
a 
municipal 
character 
that 
there íb danger, for there are always 
powers and influences in a Democratic 
form of government which can restrain 
tyrannical tendencies and prevent pub­ 
lic bodies from stretching their organic 
powers; but there is no way in which a 
municipality can accomplish objects of 
great and pressing corporate need, un­ 
less the power exists in its charter to 
authorize 
it 
to 
carry them 
out. 
Therefore we have a positive and effect­ 
ive check upon the undue exercise of 
power whilst we have no authorization 
for doing in an emergency that which we 
ought to do. 
Powers granted may be 
used, subject to the discretion of the 
legislative deportment. 
If they are at­ 
tempted to be used in an arbitrary or 
unpopular m anner, the check of. pub­ 
lic opinion will successfully interfere. 
But if a great public improvement is to 
be made, or other m atter of urgent and 
unforeseen necessity is to be carried out, 
unless there be a grant or implied grant 
of power to do so in the charter, the city 
is helpless. 
In the instrum ent under 
review, we find that the Freeholders 
have made liberal provision to take the 
city out of its infantile garm ents and 
place it in position for a robust and 
advancing career. 
The charter provides for the division of 
the city into nine wards, with the inter­ 
secting line running through Main street. 
Each ward is entitled to one Councilman, 
so that we shall have a Council which 
will be neither too large or too small. It 
is a fair compromise between the present 
fifteen and the five that were proposed 
in the rejected charter. The term of the 
elective offices is to be two years. The 
Mayor, 
with 
the 
confirmation 
of 
the Council will have the appointment 
of four members of the Board of Health 
the Directors of the Public Library, four 
Police, four Fire and four Park Commis­ 
sioners; a Superintendent of Bridges, a 
W ater Overseer and a Sealer of Weights 
and Measures. This restricts the patron­ 
age of the Mayor, perhaps more than we 
Would like to Bee it restricted. But where 
it takes appointing power 
from the 
Mayor it gives it to Boards of Commis­ 
sioners, and leaves to the people the 
selection of all the im portant officers 
who are to adm inister their affairs. This 
is Democratic—this is right. 
The great 
objection to the lately defeated charter 
was that it took too much power from 
the 
people 
and 
gave 
too 
much 
to 
the 
Executive. 
It 
would 
be 
a nice thing 
to determine exactly 
where 
the 
line 
should be draw n; 
but we believe we make no m istake 
when we say that under our institutions, 
if there is to be any moving of the line, 
it is towards the people and not from 
them . 
The salaries of the following 
officers are fixed in the charter, those 
of 
all 
others 
are to be fixed by 
the Council: Mayor, $3,000 per annum ; 
each Councilman, $1,200 per annum ; 
City Clerk, $2,400; Auditor, 
$3,000;

up of the book and the binding and m a­ 
terial used are a credit to the State de­ 
partm ent that has performed the work. 
The print is clear on good paper, and the 
engravings, executed by McKeon, an ar­ 
tist whose work compares with the best, 
are exquisite productions. The arrange­ 
ment of the history is sequential and ex­ 
cellent for a text book. Of course, in a 
work of 432 pages, tbe History of the 
U nited States, brought down from the 
discovery of America by Columbus 
must be almost microscopically synopti­ 
cal. The condensation, however, of the 
early 
period 
is 
so 
judiciously 
made 
as 
to 
give 
the 
pupil 
all 
the salient points in a way that will af 
ford him a fair general knowledge of the 
im portant events. Considerable space is 
devoted to California, its settlement, pro­ 
gress ana public men. As a text book, 
from a mere cursory examination of it, 
we should pronounce it equal to the 
wants of the public schools. 
We shall, 
however, reserve our final judgment upon 
the detail of its contents until we have 
had the opportunity of giving it a critical 
reading. 
As to the material used in its 
manufacture and tbe mechanical make­ 
up of the work itself, we have no hesita­ 
tion in saying that it is equal to any of 
the best standard school books published 
in the East. The State is doing a work 
of great and lasting benefit to popular 
education by supplying the public schools

A t l a n t a , Ga., August 2 1 .— A heavy 
rain storm deterred many people from 
going to the Georgia Chautauqua Assem­ 
bly to-day to hear Hon. Wm. McKinley 
speak on the subject of • protection. 
Mc­ 
Kinley was introduced by Judge Van 
Epps. 
After acknowledging his thanks to the 
Piedmont Society for the courtesy and 
cordiality of their invitation, Mr. Mc­ 
Kinley at once waded into the discus­ 
sion of the Taritr question. 
He began 
by quoting from a speech delivered by 
Hon. J. Randolph Tucker, of Virginia, 
in the House of Representatives, May 
18, 1878. 
Mr. McKinley said Tucker’s 
definition of a revenue duty was a fair 
and frank one, and he accepted it. A 
revenue tariff, he went on to say, is 
therefore such a one as will produce 
the 
largest 
revenue 
from 
the 
lowest 
duty. 
The 
lowest 
rate 
of duty will encourage importations, 
dim inish home production and inevita­ 
bly increase the revenues; it will of ne­ 
cessity check competition at home and 
send our m erchants abroad to b u y ; it 
affords no protection, not even incidental, 
for the very instant you discover that 
such a duty favors the home producers, 
that instant you discover th a t importa­ 
tions and revenues are checked, and that 
our own producers are able to control 
the home market, or a part of it. 
A rev­ 
enue tariff is inconsistent with protec­ 
tion ; it is intended for wholly different 
purposes. It loses its force and character 
as genuine revenue when it becomes to 
any extent protective. 
It has but one 
object; it can have but one effect—taat 
of opening up our m arkets to the foreign 
producer, impoverishing the home pro­ 
ducer and enriching his foreign rival. 
The speaker then referred to England 
as being more nearly a free trade country 
than any other country, and he then 
made a statem ent concerning that coun­ 
try’s dntiable articles. Passing on, he 
said there was another theory of taxa­ 
tion, and it was one which he believed 
essential to American development and 
National prosperity, though it was based 
upon the exactly opposite principle. It 
perm its all articles of foreign production, 
w hether of field, factory or mine, except 
luxuries only which we cannot produce 
in the United States, to enter our ports 
free and unburdened by custom-house 
exactions. The duty is to be imposed 
upon foreign competing products, that 
is, products which, if brought into this 
country, would contend with the pro­ 
ducts of our own soil, our own labor and 
our own factories, in our own markets. 
U nder this system if the foreign pro­ 
ducer would enter our m arket with a 
competing product, he must contribute 
something for the privilege which he íb 
to enjoy, and this something in the form 
of duties, goes into the Treasury, furn­ 
ishing a revenue to the Government, and 
these duties operate to protect the joint 
Í»roducts of labor and capital against like 
oreign products. 
A thorough analysis on the protective 
side of the question here followed, in 
which quotations frcm Democratic and 
and 
Republican 
sources 
abounded. 
Tariff legislation was followed up from 
the birth of the American Republic to 
the present tim e; the industries were 
paraded with words of comment and 
criticism.

DISASTER AT W HEELING. 


W h e e l i n g , August 21.—A storm which 
in its disastrous effects rivals th at of July 
19, last, has been in progress since 3 a . m ., 
and shows no signs of abating. 
Wheel­ 
ing Creek in the narrow valley east of 
W heeling is a foot higher than ever be­ 
fore, the roads being flooJed from two to 
six feet deep and bridges destroyed. The 
valley is now one angry flood and the 
damage can only be estim ated by the 
wreckage that is strewn around. At 3 :40 p . 
m. a piece of a B. & O. wooden bridge from 
out the Pittsburg division, struck the B. 
& Ü. bridge at Main and Sixteenth 
streetH, which was destroyed in July and 
rebuilt, and it was carried away with the 
rapidity of a cannon-ball. 
The stone 
bridge, 140 feet long, over Wheeling 
Creek at M ain street, fell in with a 
crash. Over a thousand people had 
been on the bridge watching the rusliing 
water, bnt were warned in time to escape. 
W ater, gas and natural gas mains, tele­ 
graph and telephone wires and street car 
tracks were carried 
down witti the 
bridge. The losses will reach $250,000. 


THE GULF COAST TORNADO. 


N e w O r l e a n s , August 21.—News from 
Morgan City is to the effect that dozens 
of houses were wholly or partly unroofed 
and fully fifty buildings thrown off their 
foundations. 
The floating elevator of 
George Gilchrist was destroyed. Among 
the heaviest losers of property along the 
river are the coal dealers. 
The total loss 
is $240,000. 
The steam er Keokuk, at 
Baten Rouge, valued at $20,000, was 
wrecked.

seventy-five miles beyond Mobile Bay. 


HAVOC ALONG CHESAPEAKE BAY. 


B a l t i m o r e , August 21.—The Sun has 
dispatches from various points in South­ 
ern M aryland, giving particulars of a 
severe storm that swept up both sides of 
Chesapeake Bay. 
Houses and barns 
were demolished and 
two pchooners 
overturned, but no loss of life is yet re­ 
ported. Entire fruit crchardB were de­ 
stroyed and corn fields were in many 
instances swept clean. 


CYCLONE IN DELAW ARE.

opium. 
For some time the officials had 
been looking for a quantity of opium

presumably to 
dodge the heavy duties imposed upon the 
drug. For a month a special agent has 
been engaged in active search for the 
stufl' and about ten days ago a small 
quantity of the drug was seized at Fort 
Wayne, Ind. 
The news of the dis­ 
covery created quite a atir in the Treas­ 
ury D epartm ent at W ashington, and the 
wires were kept busy with orders and 
instructions to the Treasury agents here, 
and at last Agent Tichenor has been sent 
from W ashington here, and has full 
charge of the case. 
It was stated to­ 
night that the prisoner was not from New 
York but from San Francisco, and that 
he had been known under the alias of C . 
S. M artin and C . H. Gardiner. 
THE SAME OLD GARDNER. 
For m any years the prisoner was in 
the Government service, and was con­ 
sidered one of the shrewdest operators. 
Lees than a year ago he left the service, 
and last February he was arrested in Og- 
densburg, N. Y ., on the charge of smug­ 
gling opium. He was afterwards l e » 
leased, for reasons which were never ex- 
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plained. 
From Ogdensburg Gardner was 
traced to San Francisco, and thence 
about two months ago, back East. In 
Chicago he had a woman as a compan­ 
ion, but the detectives refused to say 
whether she is under arrest or not.

being

hurt. 
Adams, the elevator boy, had his left 
ankle broken and received bruises on 
the head and body, and Ayers had one 
of his ankles twiBted. 


BOVS OR CHINESE. 
At a meeting of the State Board of 
Trade to-day the question of employing 
boys to take tbe place of Chinese in vine­ 
yards and orchards was discussed at 
length and an 
address to affiliating 
boards of trade, improvement associa­ 
tions and citizens of the State generally, 
was presented by W. H. Mills and 
adopted. The address sets forth the fact 
that the experiment of supplying boys 
to take the place of Chinese promises in 
large measure to be a solution of 
the labor problem in the prosecution of 
many of our leading industries. 
It is 
promoting habits of 
thrift 
and in­ 
dustry among our people and disseminat­ 
ing a knowledge of horticulture and 
agriculture, and encouraging a taste for 
those pursuits. 
For over a third of a 
century in California the wage bills paid 
by the leading industries of the State 
have tended to impoverish rather than 
enrich the Commonwealth. 


GRAPE GROWERS AND WINE-MAKERS. 
At the regular meeting of the Grape 
Growers and Wine-Makers Association 
of California to-day, M. M. Estee stated 
that when lately in the East, he had 
bought of a dealer wine 
which was 
labeled “California wine,” and that it 
was drawn 
from 
a barrel 
on 
tap. 
Though it was claret it was very weak. 
Such wine of course injured the sale of 
the pure article. Every wiue grower in 
the State to-day was losing money, for 
good wine could not be produced for less 
than 24 or 25 cents a gallon. 
At the afternoon session Chas. Krug, 
of Napa, spoke in favor of drying grapes 
in order to reduce the production of wine 
grapes. 
He moved that a committee be 
appointed to address a circular to the 
grapegrowers and winemakers, advising 
them to dry all their over-production 
of 
grapes, 
distill 
all 
inferior 
wines now in their possession, and to re­ 
frain from producing inferior qualities of 
wine in the future. Carried unanimously 
and Chairman DeTurk was appointed 
one of the committee by a vote of those 
present. 
W. M. Braunhal addressed the meet­ 
ing on the general condition of the wine 
business. 
He said great quantities of 
dried grapes were used in the East dur­ 
ing the winters, much of these, however, 
came from Europe.

William Burton, of No. 4204 Went­ 
worth avenue, has a madstone. 
The 
whole Burton family speak of “ The 
Rock” with a keen sense of appreciation 
of its merits. It would be entitled to re­ 
spect if only for its age. 
Mr. Burton is 
seventy years old, but regards himself as 
a mere infant by comparison. His father 
had it before him, and tradition has it 
that “The Rock” has been in the family 
a century or more. 
' The Rock” is a madstone of great 
fame. None of the family can tell how 
they came to get it. Family tradition 
says it was found in the stomach of a 
barren doe. The stone is far from im­ 
posing in appearance and was possibly 
created to illustrate the proverb, “ Hand­ 
some is that handsome does.” It is, 
>erhaps an inch in diameter and half an 
nch thick. 
It strongly suggests bone 
and is light in color and weight. It íb 
perforated with natural circular holes, 
eight or ten in number, arranged in par­ 
allel rows. These holes are about a six­ 
teenth of an inch in diameter, 
are 
aorous 
about 
the 
edge, 
and 
ex­ 
end through the stone within an eighth 
of an inch. The circumference is ragged 
as though the stone was originally con­ 
siderably larger and had been broken off 
on the edges. 
For convenience sake 
a wad of beeswax is attached to the back 
which holds on a small wire handle. 
When the stone is used the perforated 
suface is applied to the wound. 
It pro­ 
ceeds to draw upon the wound, and as 
soon asit becomes saturated or “clogged” 
it is put in boiling water. 
Mr. Burton 
has used milk for this purpose, but finds 
water more satisfactory for cleaning pur­ 
poses. 
This operation is repeated as 
many times as is deemed necessary. 
A recent case was little Gertie Mc­ 
Grath, four years old, the daughter of a 
neighbor. In her case the stone was ap­ 
plied immediately, and there is no pre­ 
tense that the dog was mad. 
A small 
boy named Abets, living at No. 4430 
Tracey avenue, was also treated. 
The 
stone was applied forty-eight hours after 
the^boy was bitten, and his hand was 
badly swollen. It was applied three 
times and reduced the 
swelling en­ 
tirely. 
This was several 
weeks ago, 
and np bail resulto have followed, al­ 
though the dog was supposed to be 
rabid. 
A little Burke boy aud a little 
McNiff boy living on Root street were 
among others treated. 
“ I won’t say that ‘The Rock’ has cured 
hundreds of cases of hydrophobia, be­ 
cause it isn’t possible to sav that the dog 
‘ 
mad in every case,” said Mr. Burton. 
‘But I will say for it that never has the 
patient suffered any bad consequences 
from the bite when it has been applied.

FLOODS AND ELECTRIC STORMS 


Notes of Crime anil Casualty—A Mur­ 
derer’s Coolness on the 
Scaffold.

N e w 
O r l e a n s , 
August 
2 1 .—Friday 
evening a fresh easterly wind set in, and 
increased in force w'ith showers until 
Saturday morning. It slackened then un­ 
til evening, when it strengthened and 
and blew a gale with a great downpour of 
rain until Monday noon. 
The rainfall 
was eight and a half inches. 
The wind 
was blowing sixty miles an hour when 
the anemometer was broken. Great dam ­ 
age was done in the city and throughout 
the Bugar belt from Baton Kouge to the 
Gulf, including the rice section. 
Much 
sugar cane and rice was blown flat on the 
ground. Many Bugar houses and dwell­ 
ings were damaged. 
The damage to the 
sugar crop is estim ated at from 10 to 20 
per ce n t; to rice at from 20 to 50 per cent. 
In the city many houses were unroofed, 
fences prostrated and trees uprooted. The 
heavy rain on the night of the 19th for a 
tim e flooded the entire city. The rear 
portion of the city is still inundated. The 
city was in darkness Monday night. The 
greatest damage about the city was done 
o i the river front. 
Fifiy coal boats 
were sunk. 
Several sm all steam ers were 
s in k or damaged. The Louisville and 
Nashville road was submerged for twenty 
miles, with many washouts. The loss on 
t is coal barges sunk is estim ated at 
$300,000. 
Crops along the river for a 
distance of over twenty miles are entire­ 
ly destroyed. 
A number of vessels, over­ 
due, undoubtedly encountered the 6torm 
in the gulf. 
At Donaldsonville school houses and a 
church and some residences were de­ 
stroyed. The St. Joseph Academy was 
also demolished and two of the Brothers 
seriously injured. 
Huge trees were 
snapped off and twisted from the ground 
and sent whirling through the .air, caus­ 
ing great destruction. 


M o b i l e , Ala., August 21.—The south­ 
east gale which began Saturday after­ 
noon increased to a velocity of seventy- 
five miles an hour. 
The waters of the 
Gulf were driven over the low lands 
both east and west of here, and the rail­ 
road tracks are badly flooded. 
The 
south part of the city is inundated and 
wires are down everywhere. 


P h i l a d e l p h i a , August 21 —A hurri­ 
cane of terrific force struck the steamship 
British King, off the Grand Banks, in­ 
juring six of the crew. 
_ V ie n n a , August 2 1 .—A thunderstorm 
in the vicinity of Kornenburg, a village 
near this city, destroyed one hundred 
houses and seriously injured fifty people. 
O ther villages were submerged". Three 
persons were killed at Aspen, and twelve 
at other places. 


An In d ifferen t C ulprit. 
N e w Y o r k , August 2 1 .— Dan Lyons, 
the m urderer of the athlete, Joseph A. 
Quinn, was hanged this morning in the 
Tombs at 7 :15 a . m. He was pronounced 
dead in four minutes. Twenty minutes 
later the body was cut dowu and incof­ 
fined, and was buried this a'ternooD.
